Congressional Matters.

Wasninetonr, Sept. 30.—The House 
bill to promote the administration of 
justice in the army was passed with 
a verbal amendment. 

A resolution continuing the select 
Committee on Irrigation (for the re- 
clamation of arid lands) during the 
present Congress was agreed to. 

A deficiency bill of $10,316 for the 
com pensation of its inembers was then 
passed. 

A motion to recongider by Morgan 
was entered.

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A Hint to the Farmers. 


During the tariff discussion of 
the last two or three years the 
chief Dem tic aim has pveen to 
convince the farmers of the United 
States that the tariff was crushing 
them by making everything enter- 
ing into their business and daily 
life expensive, without effering 
any compensation in higher prices 
for their products. Regarding the 
latter charge, says the Bulletin, it 
is enough to inquire what would 
become of the farmer’s market 
without the millions of our manu- 
facturing centers to consume 
them? As to his expenses, the 
farmer knows very well that most 
articles of food cost him less than 
the people of other advanced coun- 
tries pay, but he is sometimes mis- 
led by the Democratic argument 
that all manufactured articles are 
made dearer for him by the tariff. 
That this is either an errer ora 
deliberate misstatement is shown 
by & comparison of price 
lists of farming implements 
and machinery in the Unite: 
Statesand England. The compari- 
son is between Chicago prices and 
those of a leading English firm. A 
one-horse steel plow, which can be 
bought for $10 in Chicago, costs 

15 60 in England; a two-horse 
plow sells for $20 and $25 29 re- 
spectively; a two-horse mowing 
machine for $60 and $76 64; a 
horse-rake for $25 and $38 40; a 
reaper and binder for $130 and 
$249 60. The list might be largely 
extended to the same purpose, but 
that is nnnecessary te convince any 
candid man that in this important 
department of agricultural outlay, 
the farmer has nothing to gain 
from free tfade. In the remaining 
article of clothing American man- 
ufactures in many respects com- 
pete on even terms with British 
goods, and where they do not the 
difference is not enough to cut any 
figure when balanced against the 
advantages which iv other respects 
the American farmer gains under 
protection.

The Lobeter’s (ucer Coat. 

The shell of the crab and lobster 
owes its bluish-gray color to the super- 
position of two pigments or coloring 
matters, which have been isolated—a 
red pigmentanda blue one. As long 
as these two pigments exist simultane- 
ously the crustaceans remain gray. But 
the blue pigment is fugitive, and some- 
times, under the influences of a disease, 
itis destroyed, and crabs are found with 
portions of thoir shell more or less 
reddish. When the crustaceans are 
immersed in boiling water the blue pig- 
ment is entirely destroyed, and the red 
pigment, which is very stable, appears 
alone in all its brilliancy.

He also said that in response to an 
invitation he had addressed the Pa- 
cific Coast Chamber of Commerce on 
irrigation and the silver question. 

A valuable paper on irrigation from 
Senator Stewart was read. The Ne- 
vada State Board was invited to join 
the Association, and the Secretary 
was ordered to forward the necessary 
assessment of $20 for that purpose. 

The Chamber is organized on the 
plan which made the National Silver 
Association so effective. Subjects 
were assigned in advance to able 
membérs, and every phase of each 
important matter discussed. 

Mr. Newlands suggested that such 
a work might be made of great value 
to Nevada by calling a meeting pre- 
vious tothe meeting of the Legisla- 
ture, at which addresses should be 
made by representatives of every 
county in the State on the needs of 
their several sections and the best 
means of benefiting them. Phe whole 
proceeding to be published in pam- 
phlet foray. The probability of awak- 
ening surifetent interest to secure the 
attendanot of representative men from 
all parts of the State was discussed 
and the matter left in the hands of 
the President. 

In the matter of a creamery for 
Truckee Meadows, Mr. Newlands in- 
formed the Board that if a suitable 
persdn could be found to conduct a 
creamery and pay a reasonable rent, 
and a supply of milk assured at rea- 
sonable prices bythe farmers, he stood 
ready to advance the funds to put up 
the necessary works.

creamery at Reno. Most of these 
dairymen drive their herds in the fal] 
to their ranches at Folsom, where they 
winter, and return in the spring. Mr. 
Fulton suggested to these parties that 
with a creamery in Washoe willing to 
pay a fair price for milk and with hay 
that they could buy at $5 to $6 a ton 
it would them to winter in Ne- 


' vada rather than to drive to Folsom 


and back. The answer was that the 
cows were not milked in winter, but 
that some cows with young calves 
could be sent to Washoe to advantage. 
The suggestion was also made that 
such cows could oe leased to any one 
who would care for them properly and 
return them in the spring. Every 
one spoken to said such cows would 
be leased very cheaply and posseasion 
given-at once. 

The Ma r was instracted to send 
a copy of Mr. Newlands’ address on 
irrigation to any one requesting it, 
and to send copies to the prominent 
papers of America.

CARE OF THE HANDS, 
Little Things That will Keep Them in 
_ Good Coaditioa. 

Probably there is no one thing thas 
makes girls shrink from house-work 
more than the effect it bas on the hands, 
especially in cold weather, says Health. 
It is a real trial to sit down to the piano 
and spread a stained, rough hand on the 
ivory keys; or wo take one’s pen in an 
unsightly haodé to answer a letter; or to 
pick up a bit of embroidery, if it is only 
that on perforated hose, and use the 
needle when every thing that touches 
the hands sticks to them because of 
their roughness. Sewing on woolen or 
silk is atsuch timesa severe penance. 
There are methods of preserving the 
hands measurably against the de 
structive effect of dish-washing, scrub- 
bing and the like. They should be kept 
as much out of the water as possible, 
and when the work is done they should 
be washed cléan and rubbed dry. Borax 
water is good for washing the 
hands. Coarscly grotind oat-meal is a 
fair substitute for soap in washing the 
hands. White unscented soaps are the 
best, as the bighly scenggd soaps are 
usually made of rancid fats. A solution 
of oxalic acid will remove fruit stains‘ 
from the hands, but it must not touch an 
abraded surface. After washing and 
drying the hands thoroughly, glyc- 
erine and “spirits of camphor in 
equal parts mixed, together. is 
good to rub over them. Cocoanut oil 
is a pleasant application. Wearing kid 
gloves two sizes too jarge is helpful in 
preserving the hands. One should have 
an old pair of gloves to take up ashes in. 


that permits the wearing of gloves. If 
gloves are dipped in not very hot linseed 
oil they become waterproof, and may be 
worn while washing dishes. A pair of 
canton flannel mittens is pleasant to 
wear when hanging out the clothes on a 
cold morning. Frequent rubbing of the 
hands will promote circulation and keep 
the skin in good condition. To take the 
best care of the nails, soak the ends of 
the fingers in hot water for some time, 
until the skin is softened, then dry, and 
with a pair of nail scissors thin off all 
the dead skin about the nails and trim 
the nails neatly.
